Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  from  and  after  the  passage  hereof,  the 
amount  to  be  paid  for  a license  to  trade  or  solicit  trade  within  the  limits  of 
this  Corporation  by  any  person  or  firm,  non-resident  of  the  town,  shall  be 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars.

AN  ORDINANCE  regulating  the  Weighing  of  Hay  and  other  articles. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  oj  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  all  hay,  straw,  fodder,  and  oats  in 
the  straw,  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  Georgetown,  whether  in  wagons,  carts, 
packages,  bundles,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  sold  by  weight,  and  weighed  by 
the  Weigher  of  Hay,  &c.,  elected  by  the  joint  convention  of  the  two  Boards 
annually,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  in  each  year;  and  any  person  who 
shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  such  article  before-named,  without  previously 
having  the  same  weighed,  as  before  provided,  and  a certificate  of  the  weight 
thereof,  shall  pay  a fine  of  five  dollars  for  every  wagon-load  or  cart-load,  and 
a fine  of  one  dollar  for  every  bundle,  bale,  or  package,  so  sold  or  offered  for 
sale,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  and  penalties  are  recovered. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Weigher  of  Hay,  &c.,  shall 
be  allowed  to  charge  and  receive  as  compensation,  for  weighing  every  load 
of  hay,  straw,  fodder,  or  oats  in  the  straw,  weighing  one  thousand  pounds  or 
less,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents ; and  for  every  load  weighing  over  one 
thousand  pounds,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents ; and  for  every  bundle,  bale,  or 
package,  the  sum  of  three  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for  the  first  ten  bales, 
bundles,  or  packages,  and  two  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for  all  bales,  &c., 
after  the  first  ten,  to  be  paid  by  the  seller,  who  shall  also  pay  all  expense 
of  handling  said  articles  ; and  the  said  Weigher  of  Hay  shall  not  receive  any 
other  fees  for  his  services,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offence. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Weigher  of  Hay,  &c.,  to  give  to  the  person  who  has  the  articles  aforesaid 
weighed,  a certificate  describing  the  gross  weight  of  the  load,  including  the 
wagon  or  cart,  and  pieces  used  in  securing  the  load,  and  also  the  weight  of 
the  vehicles  and  pieces,  and  net  weight  of  articles  so  weighed,  and  when- 
ever any  of  the  articles  aforesaid  shall  be  weighed  by  the  package  or  bundle, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Weigher  to  make  a proper  deduction  for  the  wood 
or  other  material  used  for  securing  the  same ; and  he  shall  in  all  cases,  also, 
make  suitable  deductions  for  wet  hay,  or  for  any  foreign  substances  found 
therein. 
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Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  above  articles  shall  be 
weighed  and  sold  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  pounds  for  every  hundred 
weight,  and  the  scales  shall  be  examined  and  adjusted  once  in  each  quarter 
by  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  who  shall  receive  one  dollar  from 
the  Weigher  of  Hay,  &c.,  for  each  service,  and  no  more. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Weigher  of  Hay,  &c., 
annually  elected  as  aforesaid,  is  also  authorized,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to 
weigh  all  live  cattle  or  coal  which  may  be  brought  to  him  for  the  purpose 
of  being  weighed,  by  any  person  or  persons,  and  to  give  a certificate  therefor 
in  the  same  manner  as  heretofore  prescribed  in  regard  to  hay  and  other 
articles;  and  the  Weigher  of  Hay,  &c.,  is  hereby  authorized  to  charge  and 
receive  for  so  doing  the  sum  of  two  cents  for  every  hundred  pounds  of  live 
stock  not  exceeding  five  in  number  thereof,  and  one  cent  for  every  hundred 
pounds  of  said  stock  over  five  in  number  so  weighed,  and  the  sum  of  one 
cent  for  every  two  hundred  pounds  of  coal  so  weighed,  to  be  paid  by  the 
person  requesting  the  same  to  be  weighed,  whether  seller  or  purchaser. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Weigher  of  Hay,  &c.,  before 
•entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  take  and  subscribe  to  the  following 
oath  of  office,  before  a person  duly  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  viz.  : “ I 
do  solemnly  swear  that  I will,  faithfully,  truly,  and  impartially,  according  to 
the  best  of  my  judgment  and  ability,  execute  and  discharge  the  duties  of 
Weigher  of  Hay,  &c.,  which  are,  or  may  be,  prescribed  by  law.  So  help  me 
G-od  !”  and  said  oath  shall  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  this  Corporation. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  all  ordinances  and  resolutions 
and  parts  of  ordinances  and  resolutions  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance,  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

A RESOLUTION  to  pay  bills  of  James  Wallace  and  William  Prather. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Clerk  pay  to  the  order  of  James 
Wallace  twenty-eight  dollars  ($28,)  as  per  his  bill  rendered  for  matches 
from  April  1st  to  November  4th,  1869;  to  order  of  Wm.  Prather  nine 
dollars  and  four  cents,  ($9.04)  as  per  order  from  Levy  Court  in  his  favor, 
being  two-fifteenths  of  the  amount  paid  by  the  Court  for  fuel  for  the  Orphans* 
Court.

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Clerk  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed,  upon  the  payment  of  five  dollars  by  Wm.  H.  Cook,  (in  addi- 
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tion  to  the  fine  of  $20  imposed  on  and  paid  by  him  on  the  fourth  day  of 
February  instant,  for  selling  goods  without  a license  therefor,)  to  issue  to 
said  Wm.  H.  Cook  a license  to  sell  goods  within  this  Corporation  for  one 
year,  upon  the  terms  prescribed  by  law  in  regard  to  such  licenses.

A RESOLUTION  for  replacing  the  hydrant  at  the  southeast  corner  of  First  and  Frederick 

streets. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Water  Engineer  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  and  directed  to  have  a new  Bartholomew  hydrant  placed  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  First  and  Frederick  streets,  in  lieu  of  the  one  recently

And  also  there  shall 
be,  and  hereby  is,  levied  an  additional  special  tax  of  five  cents  for  the 
Metropolitan  Railroad  debt,  fifteen  cents  for  the  gas  tax,  twenty  cents  for 
additional  compensation  to  the  Metropolitan  Police  force,  and  twenty-five 
cents  for  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools ; all  on  each  and  every  one 
hundred  dollars  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  real  and  personal  property,  as 
the  same  stands  valued  on  the  books  aforesaid,  excepting  in  each  instance 
public  burying  grounds,  the  Female  Orphan  Asylum,  and  houses  of  public 
worship ; and  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation  is  hereby  directed  to  keep 
separate  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  general  and  special 
direct  taxes  hereby  levied ; and  to  apply  the  five  cents  for  the  Metropolitan 
Railroad  debt,  according  to  the  provision  of  a law  of  Congress,  entitled  “An 
act  authorizing  the  corporate  authorities  of  Georgetown  to  impose  additional 
taxes,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved  March  2d,  1865  •”  and  the  twenty 
cents  for  additional  compensation  to  the  Metropolitan  Police,  according  to 
the  provision  of  the  acts  of  Congress,  being  the  general  appropriation  bill 
approved  June  25th,  1864,  and  an  act  approved  23d  November,  1866,  and 
to  no  other  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Collector  of  the  taxes 
hereby  imposed  shall  proceed  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  in  conformity 
with  an  ordinance  entitled  “An  ordinance  relating  to  the  duties  of  Tax 
Collector  and  Clerk,”  approved  January  17th,  1868,  the  provisions  of  which 
are  hereby  incorporated  with  and  made  part  of  this  ordinance,  in  so  far  as 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  same  ; and  said  Collector,  on  closing  his 
respective  accounts,  shall  be  allowed  a commission  for  his  services  of  three 
per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  the  tax  levied  and  by  him  collected,  any  ordinance 
or  resolution,  or  part  thereof,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Collector  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  allow  a discount  of  eight  (8)  per  centum 
on  all  taxes  levied  under  the  foregoing  ordinance,  paid  to  him  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  April  next;  and  the  sum  of  six  (6)  per  centum,  on  all  sums 
of  said  taxes  paid  to  him  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  next,  and  three 
(3)  per  centum  on  all  sums  of  said  taxes  paid  to  him  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  October  next.

Provided,  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Streets  may  contract, 
if  he  think  it  advisable,  for  the  curbing  and  guttering  herein  provided  for.

1870,  retaining  three  per  cent,  on  the  amount  collected  for  his  compensa- 
tion, and  that  the  same  be  done  by  day’s  work  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Streets,  at  a per  diem  of  $3.  The  settlement 
to  be  made  by  pay-roll  with  the  Clerk,  on  the  order  of  the  Mayor. 

Provided , however,  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  shall 
in  no  case  receive  a greater  per  diem  from  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown 
than  $3  for  each  and  every  day  he  is  employed  in  superintending  street 
work  ; that  is,  that  he  shall  in  no  case  receive  a per  diem  for  the  supervision 
of  more  than  one  street  at  any  one  time.
